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F. AUGUSTA COUNTY TOWNS AND VILLAGES 


This appendix provides additional historical materials on the towns, 
villages, and communities found throughout the county. The county has 
first been divided into its seven current districts: South River, Middle 
River, North River, Wayne, Beverly Manor, Pastures, and Riverheads. The 
current district divisions are different than the late l9th-century bound- 
aries shown in the Hotchkiss Atlas of 1885; subsequent changes for each 
district have been noted. | 

Each district description contains a historical sketch of the local 
towns and villages. These sketches outline the major developments within 
that particular community and the present state of preservation. A list of 
surveyed resources within each community has been provided. Town Plans from 
the 1885 Atlas have been included, when available, to illustrate the size 


and character of the town at that time. 
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SOUTH RIVER DISTRICT 


This district has, like Beverly Manor District, shrunken in size since 
the time of the Hotchkiss Atlas. Now much of its previous northern section 
has become the Wayne District. Once a very excellent agricultural area, many 


parts of the district have now been developed for industry. 


1. Stuarts Draft (Stuarts Draft 7.5) 


Stuarts Draft is currently one of the more industrialized areas in 
southern Augusta County, but its development dates primarily from the 20th 
century. The village was not even large enough to merit a separate map in 
the 1885 Hotchkiss Atlas, and the larger South River map shows little de- 
velopment at that time. In 1882, Peyton states that the village contained 
approximately 50 people, which included a small black community. The 
Norfolk and Western Railroad came through in 1881, and the development of 
the village moved further south along route 608 to the railroad tracks. 
Earlier commercial buildings had been located along the present route 340 
(Hotchkiss). 

With the railroad, Stuarts Draft developed quickly. The Cohron family 
was instrumental in creating this prosperity with its large grist mill and 
store. Although Stuarts Draft had always been described as one of the 
"richest and most prosperous sections of the county" (Peyton, p. 269, 1882), 
the railroad made agricultural endeavors even more lucrative. By the time 
of Catlett's study in 1929, Stuarts Draft had grown to 448 in population, 
and was described as being engaged in "farming and raising cattle and fruit." 
Within the few years previous to his study, Catlett observed that this area

had become a popular fruit-raising section, with "apples, peaches, pears and 


other small fruits raised in abundance." In addition, this was also "a 
great center for handling eggs and poultry, in which nearly the whole com- 
munity is interested, and there is also a large incubator here." The 
village appeared to be one of the more modern in the county at that time, 
symbolized by an expensive excellent public school, recently constructed, 
with a "large auditorium of the most modern design" (Catlett, p. 24). 

In the last several decades, Stuarts Draft has become a major industrial 
community, developing much of previously superb farmland for industry, com- 


merce, housing subdivisions, and townhouses. Its most recent addition is the 


new Hershey plant on the Alexander farm along South River. Stuarts Draft 
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will undoubtedly develop more in the 20th century as Augusta County encourages 
further industrial growth in this area. 

The present 24166 of Stuarts Draft, now mainly along route 608, con- 
tains only a few late 19th-century commercial buildings and dwellings. 
Twentieth-century fires have meant the destruction of many of these 19th- 
century buildings. The surviving early 20th-century development includes 
some of the "splendid buildings" that Catlett deemed very progressive for a 
rural village, including the "modern" high school (Catlett, p. 24). However, 
the percentage of these buildings compared to the post-WWII construction 
relatively small. Recently, building has occurred along routes 608 and 340, 
spreading extensively behind the main streets. This is one of only a few 


Augusta County towns to have a small modern shopping center as well.

2. Sherando (Sherando 7.5) 


Sherando is located along the Howardsville and Rockfish Turnpike which 
was extended in 1848 from Martin's Mill in Nelson County to Greenville in 
Augusta County (Waddell, p. 442). The village is nestled in the mountains 
seven miles south of Waynesboro along Back Creek. The north-south route 
intersecting the Howardsville Turnpike at this point leads to the Virginia 


or Torry Furnace (07-871) to the south and eventually into Nelson County. 
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Most of the present buildings in this still small village date from the 
late 19th to the 20th centuries. The buildings surveyed include the earliest 
example of the types of construction that remained popular in this area and 
into the mountains well into the 20th century. Few of the 19th-century com- 
mercial buildings shown in the Hotchkiss Atlas remain today, having been 
replaced by 20th century stores and churches. Around 1900, according to 
local residents, many of the older houses were being abandoned and burned. 
The mountainous areas around Sherando contained various mining enter- 
prises in the late 19th century, from manganese mines to iron ore beds and 
sandstone quarries. However, most of the present residential development in 
this region dates to the 20th century and consists of smaller, frame houses. 


The stores cater to tourist traffic to nearby Sherando Lake.

3. Lipscomb (Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Lipscomb is one of several small villages that developed along the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad south of Waynesboro, being identified on the 
1884 Hotchkiss map as a "Station and Post Office." The map does not show a 
cluster of houses surrounding the station. Instead, this station along the 
South River appears to have served the Virginia China Clay and Fire Brick Co. 
Several structures are shown on the map for this company, but the site has 
` now been covered by a Waynesboro nursery. | 

The area around Lipscomb apparently contained a small black community 
at the time of the Hotchkiss Atlas, and retains a black population today. 
The Beulah Baptist Church serving this community is one of the best examples 


of rural black churches and cemeteries in the county.

Lyndhurst was another railroad station and post office located along the 


Norfolk and Western Railroad south of Waynesboro. The 1884 map shows that a 
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store and scales were located nearby, but it does not show any substantial 
residential development in this area. Most of the present buildings date to 


the 20th century, but the village remains very small.

5. Oak Hill (Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Oak Hill is a small, 20th-century black community southwest of Waynesboro 
along the South River. The community contains a two-story, typical frame 


store and many frame bungalows. 


6. Ladd (Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Ladd was a small settlement around Bethlehem Lutheran Church a few miles 
south of Waynesboro on route 340. The Hotchkiss map shows a cluster of 
houses around the church and Bethlehem School in 1885. Several of the houses 
along route 340 have been the victims of highway widening projects, including 
the Zirkle House, but an older, early 20th-century store remains as well as 
the church and several other houses. The Coiners, a German family who settled 
first in Augusta County north of Waynesboro, helped create Bethlehem Church 
and settled in this area. Ladd is currently threatened by the encroachments 
of the city of Waynesboro.

7]. Barterbrook (Stuarts Draft 7.5) 


Located north of Stuarts Draft at the intersection of routes 608 and 648, 
Barterbrook was a small village and post office in the late 19th century. 
Peyton describes this community as located seven miles southeast of Staunton 
in a "fertile and beautiful section of the county." He lists the population 
as 50 and its enterprises as a flouring mill, two physicians, a post office 
and smithy (Peyton, p. 267). Although Barterbrook has lost its commercial 
focus, it remains in the heart of a rich agricultural region. Many early 
19th-century houses are located in the countryside surrounding this former 


community. Today much of the land is owned by a sizeable Amish community.

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MIDDLE RIVER DISTRICT 


Middle River District contains some of the best farmland in Augusta 
County as both Middle River and South River wind through it. Most of this 
area remains in farming today. 

Weyers Cave has been developed with several industries and housing 
developments during the last few decades. The only other growth has | 
occurred along the major roads--Interstate 81 and Route 340 north of 


Waynesboro. 


1. New Hope (Ft. Defiance 7.5) 


In the late 19th century, New Hope was the largest village in the 
present Middle River District and in 1882 it was the fifth largest com- 
munity in Augusta County. Peyton describes this as a "thriving village" 
with a population of 200 people. The village is situated near Middle River 


f 


on the "old road to Weyers Cave," a major road between Fishersville and 


Mt. Meridian. In 1882, Peyton describes the village as containing "one 
church, one Tunker church near, two stores, two resident physicians, a 
graded school, and the usual workshops" (Peyton, p. 269). Hotchkiss' 
Atlas shows a large plan of the village with a number of stores and shops 
as well as a Masonic Hall. | 

Since its heyday in the 19th century, New Hope has lost much of its 
traffic and former prosperity. It remains a fairly sizeable residential 
community without much commercial development except a bank. Many 19th 
century frame and log houses remain in the older portion of the village, 
illustrating the various types of construction popular in the surrounding 
area throughout the century. Several older, early 20th century commercial 
structures--a funeral home, doctor's office, and store--remain as well. 
Most of the post-WWI construction occurred north of town along route 608, 


north of the 1930s consolidated school.

2. Weyers Cave (Mt. Sidney 7.5) 


Weyers Cave took over much of the commercial traffic from New Hope in the 
20th century. This village developed as a railroad town after the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad came through in 1874. The station was established here be- 
cause it was midway between Harrisonburg and Staunton and received its name 
because it was. the nearest railway to Weyers' Cave (now called Grand Caverns). 
Catlett states in his 1929 study that there had been a post office here before 
the railroad, but that there were "no roads to the place. Country roads were 
soon opened from different directions to accommodate the shipment of the 
surrounding county" (pp. 27-28). The Hotchkiss Atlas shows several houses 
around Weyers Cave Station, but little commercial activity. 

Catlett found during this 1929 study that Weyers Cave was "rapidly be- 
coming the commercial center of the northern section of Augusta County." In 
the early 1920s, many of its roads were macadamized, reflecting the growth of 
this community. Weyers Cave had become the "largest shipping point between 
Staunton and Harrisonburg," Catlett continued, "largely as a result of the 
excellent means of transportation which are available, great improvement 
has been made inthis locality . . . . It serves an extensive territory, rich 
in agricultural resources both in Rockingham County and Augusta County and 
quite a large number of livestock is shipped from this place every year." 

The community was served by a "strong progressive bank, churches, stores, 
garages, and telephone exchange, and the streets, homes, and businesses were 
lighted with electricity from the Weyers Cave Electric Light and Power 
Company! In addition, one of the "largest and well-equipped mills in the 
Valley"was located at Weyers Cave, with a 125 barrel capacity daily (Catlett, 
pp; 279528).

Weyers Cave has continued to grow since this time, especially with the 
several industries that have entered into this community. New industry has 
created a need for the housing developments located north and south of the 
older portion of the village. Much of the railroad-related enterprises, 
including the station and several stores near the railroad, are now largely 
abandoned for development along routes 256 and 276. 

The oldest portion of the village contains a good collection of late 
19th- and early 20th-century buildings, and a particularly fine sampling of 
the work of the Eutsler Brothers, builders and contractors from Grottoes 
who were well known locally for their Queen Ann architecture. The large 
consolidated school is still in use.

3. Mt. Meridian (Grottoes 7.5) 


Mt. Meridian is situated eighteen miles northeast of Staunton along 
Middle River and the old Port Republic Road. Im 1882, this was a prosperous 
small village with a population of 40 people and a "flouring mill, a store, 
wagon-maker's shop, smithy, resident physician, and a large builder's and 
contractor's shop, as well as a church" (Peyton, p. 269). This cluster of 
commercial enterprises and dwellings is shown on Hotchkiss' map of the 
village in 1884. While several houses from this period do remain, most of 


the older commercial buildings are gone.

4. Crimora (Crimora 7.5) 


On the 1884 Hotchkiss Map, Crimora is shown as a railroad station along 
the Norfolk and Western railroad north of Waynesboro. This is one of several 
communities that developed along the railroad and South River in the 19th 
century. In 1884, the Crimora Manganese Mines, located east of this tise: 
and in the mountains, were flourishing, and this was the closest station to 
the mines. The Hotchkiss map shows a smaller railroad leading from the mines 
to this station along the river. Most of the houses in this mountainous area 
date to the 20th century. 

The community has grown from a small group of houses and mills along the 
river to move further east along route 340, which developed in the early 20th 
century. 

Particularly notable in the Crimora community is the string of Eutsler 
Brothers' houses along the River. The Eutsler Brothers of Grottoes were 
known as fine local carpenters at the turn of the century, and their work 


was apparently quite popular in this area.

5. Koiner's Store (Crimora 7.5) 


Koiner's Store was one of a string of small 19th-century settlements 
with post offices along South River north of Waynesboro. One of the earliest 
of these settlements along South River, Koiner's Store, provided a locus for 
German immigrants in the late 18th and the early 19th century, seutieular iy 
the Keinadt (Koiner, Coiner) and Berger (Barger) families. The Hotchkiss 


Atlas shows this concentration of Koiner houses in 1885 as well as grist 
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and saw mills, a blacksmith shop, two churches, and a school. Many of these 
buildings are now gone, although the few structures and sites that do remain 


illustrate the rich heritage of the early German settlers.

6. Harriston (Crimora 7.5) 


This settlement, called Patterson Station, was one of several railroad 
stops along the Norfolk and Western Railroad north of Waynesboro, along 
South River. The 1884 map shows a small cluster of houses owned largely by 
the Patterson family around a grist and saw mill, also operated by the 
Pattersons. The village grew in the late 19th century due to the railroad 
traffic and continued to develop in the 20th century when route 340 was 

created on the east side of the river. A small village composed of houses 
and stores from the turn of the century to the mid 20th century remains. 
The village contains three good examples of early 20th century stores, which 


display typical forms for this region.

7. Piedmont (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


This small settlement is most well known for being the location of the 
Civil War battle of Piedmont. The battlefield remains north of Bellemont, 
the oldest house here along route 608, a very short distance north of the 
larger town of New Hope. The Hotchkiss Atlas shows a cluster of ten build- 
ings along 608 with nine located north of the road leading to Fort Defiance. 


The present houses here date to the late 19th or 20th centuries.

Round Hill is the black community located on route 784 one mile southeast 
of New Hope, around Round Hill itself. This community must have developed in 
the late 19th century, since there were few blacks here in 1885, but there 
was a "colored church" and school. Most of the present dwellings date to the 
late 19th or 20th centuries and are either frame I-houses, smaller two-room- 
plan houses or later frame bungalows.

9. Barren Ridge (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


Barren Ridge is a small settlement eight ites northeast of Staunton 
along routes 254 and 786. The area was named after the ridge with few trees 
to the south. The Barren Ridge Church of the Brethern, organized in 1856, 
provides the focus for this community. The Hotchkiss Map shows a school- 
house and a few houses here, but most of the present houses--frame I-houses, 


cottages, and bungalows--date to the late 19th and 20th centuries.

10. Knightly (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


E ss a small, turn-of-the-20th-century community located along 
routes 778 and 777, two miles east of Piedmont, along Middle River. Few 
houses are here on the 1884 map. Knightly was well known in the early 20th 
century for its power company at the old Cline and Wampler's Mill, pro- 
viding one of the earliest power sources in the county. The large, late 
19th-century store at Knightly burned and was replaced by a very small 


country store in the 20th century.

11. Laurel Hill (Fort. Defiance 7.5) 


Like the small community of Barren Ridge, Laurel Hill evolved around 
one of the earliest churches in this area--Laurel Hill Baptist Church. The 
Hotchkiss Atlas shows that the settlement had a post office in 1885. Located 
between Middle River and Christians Creek on the road from Verona to Fort 
Defiance, Laurel Hill contained a cluster of houses at this time. Most of 


the surviving houses date from the late 19th to the 20th century.

The North River District in the northwestern corner of Augusta County 
has always been a sly prosperous agricultural section of the county. 
With the predominant German influence to the north and Scotch-Irish settle- 
ment to the south, this district is at the junction of both of these strong 
cultural currents. Early surviving buildings clearly reflect the influence 
of both groups, and they illustrate the process of acculturation occurring 


in this area (see Edward Chappell, Acculturation). 


l. Mt. Sidney (Mt. Sidney 7.5) 


Mt. Sidney, one of the oldest villages in this district, is situated 
ten miles north of Staunton on the Valley Turnpike. Its location along this 
major artery through the Valley helped lead to the commercial development of 
this community in the early 19th century. Early l9th-century accounts 
indicate that several stores and enterprises were located here by the 1830s 
and 1840s. Its growth was also spurred by the construction of the Valley 
branch of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad which came through the village in

1870 and established a station on its "outskirts." By 1882, Peyton's inven-

tory of this village included "a post office, churches, stores, workshops, 
physicians, etc." and described it as a "highly prosperous village" with a 
population of 244 (Peyton, p. 269). The 1885 Hotchkiss Atlas map further 
shows a hotel, "old pottery," and a hall for the Mt. Sidney ۰ 

Catlett's overview of the county in 1927 described this village as 
"more or less typical of many of our country's little communities." The 
town, with a population of 225 people at that time, contained "numerous 
dwellings, stores, three churches, and an accredited high school." In 
addition, "splendid farming, fruit raising, and grazing land" surrounded the 
town where "most of its inhabitants" were involved in agricultural activi- 
ties by this time (Catlett, p. 19). 

An excellent collection of early 19th-century domestic and commercial 
buildings still provides the focus for this community. Located directly 
along the Valley Pike, these buildings are packed closely together in the 


manner of early Valley Turnpike towns.

2. Mt. Solon (Parnassus 7.5) 


Like Mt. Sidney, Mt. Solon, located seventeen miles northwest of 
Staunton, was one of the earliest villages established in the North River 
District. Because of its prosperity, the development of Mt. Solon has been 
described at great length in several of the county histories. The first 
enterprise here was a store in 1790 followed by a distillery, grist mill, 
and tanyard around 1827. By 1836, the village had a post office and had 
. been designated a voting place. Around 1843, the Worthington-Smith Lodge, 
A.F. and A.M., and the I.0.0.F. were established in the community. By 1845, 
other industries such as the Mt. Solon Paper Mill had been developed (May, 
p. 330). 

The best descriptions remain from the late l9th century. In 1882, 
Peyton includes among the enterprises of its 150 inhabitants: "thirty-four 
dwellings; one M. E. Church South; ten shops, nine of which are in operation 
VIZ: two show shops, one smith-shop, one pump-maker, one wheelwright and 
chair maker, two cabinet-makers; one tannery and five storehouses, three 
occupied and in successful operation; one wagon and agricultural implement 
maker, one architect and house carpenter. . . one school-teacher, two 
lightning-rod peddlars, numerous nostrum venders, a Commissioner of the 
Revenue, the residence of the County Treasurer, the usual proportion of 
gentlemen of leisure, and a physician" (pp. 267-268). Another late 19th- 
century account states that the "thriving village" contained a total of 60 
dwellings as well as a school for Negroes and one for whites (May, p. 330). 

In the 20th century, with increased traffic through the central 


portions of the county, the commercial activity at Mt. Solon dwindled.

3. Mossy Creek (Parnassus 7.5) 


Several of the earliest settlements in this district never did become 
large and prosperous communities like Mt. Solon and Mt. Sidney. Mossy Creek, 
located two and one-half miles from Mt. Solon along a tributary of North 
River near the Rockingham County line, was one such community. As early as 
1760, John Miller was producing bar iron for local blacksmiths and selling 
to local markets, and soon he also began to produce pots, pans, and other 
goods. His son, Henry, took over Miller's Iron Works in 1774, and it be- 
came one of the major industries in the county in the 18th century. By 1833, 
about the time the Iron Works were sold out of the family, a post office was 
created here. Later 19th-century development included the construction of a 
grist mill and the creation of Mossy Creek Academy Association, a classical 
school, in 1852 (May, pp. 342-343, 355). In 1882, Peyton included this in 
his list of towns and villages, describing it as a village of forty souls, 
with a "post-office, a wagonmaker's and blacksmith's shop, a furniture manu- 
factory, a cooper's, and two flouring mills--Kyles and Forrers." In addi- 
tion, one of the oldest Presbyterian churches, Mossy Creek Presbyterian 
Church, was located near here (p. 267). This community was also conve- 
niently located along the Harrisonburg-Warm Springs Turnpike (now known as 
Route 42), which was established through here in the mid 19th century. 

These commercial enterprises had died down by the early 20th century, 
and no architectural evidence remains for most of these buildings. In May, 


1903, the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad drained the old Forrer mill dam to 
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create a dam suitable for boating and bathing and erected a pavilion and 

dance hall. These facilities were short lived, staying in operation only 
a few years (May, p. 564). The two oldest surviving buildings, also some 
of the oldest in the county, are houses associated with the Miller family, 


and only a few other later frame houses remain in this area.

4. Fort Defiance (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


Fort Defiance, located ten miles north of Staunton along the Valley 
Turnpike, is the site of one of the oldest churches in Augusta County. 
Old Stone Church reflects the early Presbyterian immigration into Augusta 
County in the 18th century. This never developed as a large commercial 
settlement in the early 19th century, although it did have a toll gate and 
various provisions for travelers along the turnpike (Hotchkiss Map). Later 
developments included the establishment "Old Fort Academy," later renamed 
Augusta Military Academy, and the construction of the Valley branch of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in 1874-1875. The third station north of 
Staunton, Fort Defiance was named after the community's major landmark, 
the Old Stone Church. These late 19th-century enterprises led to the con- 
struction of several stylish houses here in the late 19th century such as 
the McAllister House and Mt. Airy. However, as Catlett observed in 1927, 
"the village has grown very little since that time and according to the 
U.S. Census has only fifty inhabitants." Fort Defiance, he continued, "is 
a slow-changing agricultural community and derives its chief interest from 


its past life" (Catlett, p. 21).

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5. Spring Hill (Long Glade) (Parnassus 7.5) 


Spring Hill was one of several 19th-century villages established as 
post offices in the North River District before the Civil War (May, p. 355). 
Located along Middle River eight miles northwest of Staunton, Spring Hill 
contained a population of 132 by 1882. At that time, the village boasted 
a "post-office, two churches, carriage and wagon-maker, blacksmith, physi- 
cian, and two stores," and Peyton described it as a "thriving and advancing 
village" (Peyton, p. 269). As with many 19th-century communities, two mills 
were located just south of the village along the river. The Hotchkiss 
Atlas map shows a long string of houses along the road in 1885. Many of 
these 19th-century buildings remain, since late 19th- and 20th-century 
development has moved commercial activity closer to the Valley Pike, the 


railroads, and the Interstate.

6. Burketown (Mt. Sidney 7.5) 


Burketown is one of several small villages located along the Valley 
Pike north of Staunton. This particular community is situated along North 
River at the Rockingham County line. The community was called Burke's 
Mill after Thomas Burke who owned the three mills located here, but the 
name was gradually changed to Burketown in the late 19th century. Catlett 
includes a lengthy description of this small community in his 1927 study of 
the county. He describes this as "one of those little old county villages 
completed when first built" with a store, church, mill, garage and post 
office. ‘While the town has never progressed much as none of the farmers 
care to sell their land," he observed, "it does 'hold its own' and has 
beautiful well-kept farms and homes, raises big crops of corn, wheat, fruit, 
and poultry, and possesses dairy cows in abundance." Although the village 
was located two and one-half miles from the railroad which runs through 
neighboring Weyers Cave, Catlett noted that a bus line went through Burketown 


every few hours, connecting to the Baltimore and Ohio trains as well as the

7. Sangerville (Briery Branch 7.5) 


Sangerville is a small community located in the uppermost north corner 
of Augusta County, approximately 22 miles north of Staunton. As early as 
1740, Captain Smith settled on North River a mile or two below the present 
village, but it was not until the early 19th century that the village became 
more established. Much of the earliest development here reflects the immi- 
gration of German settlers--the Emmanuel Lutheran Church (by 1844) and a 
German school (by 1831). Around 1840, Jacob Sanger built a paper mill at 
this site, and the village grew quickly (May, p. 353). By 1882, the town 
boasted "a store, blacksmith shop, two churches, and a population of 75 to 
100 inhabitants" (Peyton, p. 269). The Hotchkiss Atlas includes a map of 
this village in 1885, showing a cluster of houses, churches, and commercial 
enterprises. Most of the extant buildings date to the late 19th and early 
20th century. Like other communities in this far northern section of the 
county, Sangerville has become a sleepy community far from the main Valley 


arteries.

8. Stribling Springs (Augusta Springs) (Stokesville 7.5) 


Stribling Springs emerged as one of Augusta County's earliest resorts 
‘in the first half of the 19th century. Located thirteen miles from Staunton 
in the foothills of North Mountain, Stribling Springs was known as a “summer 
resort of considerable reputation" (Peyton, p. 267). Although many of the 
buildings were constructed in the first half of the 19th century, it con- 


tinued to be a popular resort in the late 19th century, boasting a large 
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hotel, proprietor's residences, a number of cottages, etc." (Peyton, p. 267). 
A post office is also shown here on the Hotchkiss Atlas. 

In 1902, the Chesapeake and Western bought the hotel and thirty cot- 
tages, intending to "restore this as a historic watering place." A post 
office was reestablished here in 1901, but the company was unable to revive 
the earlier interest in the resort. Most of the buildings have now been 


torn down.

9. Stover's Shops (Stokesville 7.5) 


Stover's Shops is one of several small post office communities estab- 
lished along the old Harrisonburg-Warm Springs Turnpike in the 19th century. 
The Hotchkiss Atlas shows several blacksmith shops around the post office 
in 1885, but there is little other commercial activity shown. Even today, 
only one small service station/grocery store is the marker for this other- 


wise agricultural community.

10. Moscow (Parnassus 7.5) 


One of several small communities shown along the Harrisonburg-Warm 
Springs Turnpike on the Hotchkiss Atlas of 1885, Moscow is not shown as a 
post office. At that time, it does not appear to have had any major indus- 
trial or commercial enterprises. Similarly, it remains a residential com- 
munity today, with the only non-residential structures being a gas station, 


a church, and the North River Jr. High School.

Parnassus was another of the small communities which developed along 
the Harriosnburg-Warm Springs Turnpike in the 19th century. Situated midway 


between Moscow and Stover's Shops, this was at least a post office in 1885 
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and probably for many years before that time. Parnassus was the site of 
several small shops, a school, and a town hall as well as a number of resi- 
dences in 1885. One early account also indicates that one of the toll houses 
was located here. Parnassus still contains a store, a gas station, and many

12. Centerville (Parnassus 7.5) 


Centerville, located between Burketown and Mossy Creek, was one of the 
busier of these small, rural post office communities in North River District. 
The Hotchkiss Atlas shows a variety of shops, a store, a church, ود‎ 
school here at the Milnesville Post Office in 1885. In the early 20th cen- 
tury when Centerville was beginning to lose some of this commercial activity, 
a gas station/store and a consolidated school were built here. Centerville 


remains a quiet, residential community.

14. Verona (Staunton 7.5) 


Verona, one of a string of small, 19th-century communities along the 


Valley Pike north of Staunton, is now the largest town in the district. In 
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"post-office, a store, an 


1882, Peyton noted that the community contained a 
extensive flouring mill and blacksmith shop" serving an immediate population 
of only 63. It was also established as a station on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad which came through here in 1874-5 (Peyton, p. 269). 

Verona's present growth in the 20th century is due to the location of 
several industries here as well as its proximity to Staunton. The 19th- 
century town has been completely lost amidst much modern development, al- 


though several examples of fine early 19th-century houses remain scattered 


throughout this rather large, spread-out town.

15. Stokesville (Stokesville 7.5) 


Stokesville is a turn-of-the-century community created by the impact 
of the construction of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad at North River Gap. 
Called Stokes City around 1900, this community boasted a population of 350 
men employed to "lay off building lots; erect a depot, a roundhouse, large 
store, brick kiln, sawmill, lumber plant; survey prospects for coal; and 
grade a large lumber yard" (May, p. 559). In 1902, the railroad depot, 
which still stands, was built, but this is all that remains of what was 
once a bustling community. In 1925, part of the railroad from Mt. Solon to 
Stokesville was abandoned, and the prospective hopes for further develop- 


ment of this little mountain community were abandoned (May, p. 565).

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RIVERHEADS DISTRICT 


Riverheads District contains the southern half of Augusta County between 
Big Levels and the Little North Mountain, where the Valley becomes more nar- 
row. With its fine creeks and rivers, the land west of the Valley Turnpike 
and Interstate 81 provided excellent opportunities for farming. The eastern 
portion of the district with its mountain lands and the railroad prospered 
through mining and other railroad-related commerce. Although there were 
several German settlements in the Riverheads District, the predominant cul- 
tural ideals appear more similar to the Scotch-Irish influence in Rockbridge 


County than the German patterns in northern Augusta or Rockingham County. 


1. Greenville (Greenville 7.5) 

Greenville was the first town platted in Augusta County after Staunton 
and Waynesboro, and it proved to be one of the largest, most prosperous com- 
mercial centers throughout the 19th century due to its key location along 
the South River, the Valley Turnpike, and later the railroads. Located 12 
miles south of Staunton, the village was laid out in 1794 by Thomas and Jane 
Steele. Many lots were sold in the following years, but it was not until 
1801 that Greenville appeared on the tax list separately for the first time. 
The original main road was route 662, east of the present route 11, which at 
that time was known as the "back road." 

On the major road from Staunton to Lexington, Greenville had become a 
major trading center and stagecoach stop by 1800. By 1810, Greenville 
boasted a population of 162 people (Brake, p. 41). Unfortunately, since 
Greenville continued to be such a prosperous village throughout the century, 
most of the original houses have been torn down. The William Smith House 
and the Apple House provide evidence of early building here along with a 
couple of mid 19th-century brick houses. 

Improved transportation through the southern section of the county 
always seemed to go through Greenville, adding to its prosperity. The 
Howardsville and Rockfish Turnpike Co., organized in 1848, constructed the 
road from Martin's Mill in Nelson County to Greenville in Augusta. The 
following year the Valley Turnpike Co. decided to grade and plank the portion 
of the road from Buchanon to Staunton, including the stretch through 


Greenville. Later in the century, two railroads were laid out near Greenville, 
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the Norfolk and Western passing two miles east and the Baltimore and Ohlo 
passing through the west edge of the community. | 

By the time of the Hotchkiss Atlas (1885) and Peyton's History (1882), 
Greenville had a population of about 250 people and was "prosperous and 
thriving" (Peyton, p. 267). Peyton further describes the "churches, shops,

flouring mill, resident physicians, several stores, etc." and makes mention 


of the Shenandoah Valley railroad and the "sprightly weekly paper" called 


the 'Greenville Banner.'" 


The map of Greenville in the Hotchkiss Atlas shows 
the development along the older main road as well as the "back road." 1൩ 
addition, a sizeable black community had developed on the north edge of 

town near Mt. Ed. Baptist Church, along the stretch labeled "cabins," as 

well as south of town near the Col. Methodist E. Church" (Hotchkiss). 

After 1885, the town grew further to the west between the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad and the old Back Road. Most of the houses in this community 
date to the late 19th or early 20th century. Two surveyed houses in this 
section, the Melton and Kesterson Houses, illustrate the local styles during 
these years. Many of the houses, stores, and the Masonic Hall along the old 
Main Street were also built or remodeled during these years of continued 
prosperity. Several chalk and iron mines in the mountains east of Greenville 
were also discovered and worked during these years, bringing even more busi- 
ness to this town. 

Today Greenville remains much as it appeared in the early 20th century 
Although its continued prosperity meant more change in the 20th century than 
in nearby Middlebrook, the present town still clearly reveals different stages 
of growth and development in an important Augusta County village. The village 
should be considered for the National Register due to its lively history and 
its extant heritage from ca 1800 to World War II. The article by John Brake 
in the Augusta Historical Bulletin (Vol. 17, No. 2, Fall 1981) provides addi- 


tional insight into the history of this town throughout the 19th century.

2. Middlebrook (Greenville 7.5) 


Middlebrook, located 12 miles south of Staunton, is one of the oldest and 
best-preserved rural villages in Augusta County. Historical records reveal 
that considerable building activity occurred soon after William and Nancy Scott 
began selling lots in April of 1799. Jia early prosperity was due to the lo- 
cation of Middlebrook along a major road between Staunton and Lexington, and 
led to the creation of one of the earliest trading centers in Augusta County. 
By 1810, the town boasted 66 inhabitants and thirteen occupied and improved 
lots (Augusta County Tax Records, 1810). In 1836, Martin's Gazateer de- 


scribed the town as "thriving," 


with 150 residents and "30 dwellings, some of 
them handsome brick buildings; one house of public worship free for all de- 
nominations, one common school, one tavern, three miscellaneous stores, one 
tanyard, two tailors, one cabinetmaker, one cooper, one house carpenter, one 
wheelwright, and two boot and shoe factories" (Joseph Martin, A New and Com- 
prehensive Gazateer of Virginia and District of Columbia, Charlottesville, 1836). 
Local demands for internal improvements in the county, especially in 
transportation, led to the construction of several turnpikes, which brought 
increased prosperity to the village in the mid 19th century. In 1848, the 


Howardsville and Rockfish turnpike from Nelson County was extended to 


Greenville and, soon afterwards, to Middlebrook. The Middlebrook and 
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Brownsburg Company was established in 1851 to improve the Middlebrook road 
between Staunton and Lexington (Waddell, Annals of Augusta County, Virginia 
1726-1871, pp. 442-3). These improvements accelerated the growth of the 

town and by 1855, Middlebrook had doubled in size, containing sixty dwellings. 
The expanding commercial economy after the Civil War brought increased pros- 
perity and industrial development to the village, and by 1880, Middlebrook 
was described as one of the most 'enterprising and prosperous villages in 

the county," with a population of 274, making it the largest town in the 
county (Peyton, p. 209). Also during the second half of the 19th century, a 
substantial black community developed at the west end of the town. 

By the turn of the 20th century as the Valley Turnpike became a more im- 
portant valley artery than the Middlebrook Turnpike, Greenville emerged as the 
major commercial center between Staunton and Lexington. In addition, two of 
the railroad lines established through the valley during the late 19th century 
also ran through Greenville rather than Middlebrook. This trend has been aug- 
mented in the 20th century by the construction of the interstate near the 
Greenville area. 

Due to the decline of the town in the early 20th century, little new 
building or even remodeling of old buildings has occurred within this century, 
preserving an excellent grouping of l9th-century vernacular architecture 
arranged in the original town plat. The two rows of closely spaced dwellings 
and stores which line the main road retain the character and scale of the vil- 
lage during the height of its prosperity in the 1880s. Most of the early 19th 
century dwellings are vernacular rectangular log cabins or more pretentious 
brick I-houses, both with Federal woodwork. By the late 19th century, I- 
houses had become the most popular plan, constructed of log or frame. The 
weatherboarded walls, large exterior chimneys, and decorative front porches 
sitting directly along the old turnpike create a sense of continuity through- 
out this small settlement. Due to its excellent state of preservation, the 


town of Middlebrook has been nominated to the National Register of Historic

3. Newport (Augusta Springs and Brownsburg 7.5) 


Newport is located eighteen miles south of Staunton on the Staunton and 
Lexington Turnpike (now route 252) which passes through Middlebrook and 
Brownsburg. Situated on Moffett's Creek, a major creek through the south- 
western portion of the county, the village was called Moffett's Creek Post 
Office throughout much of the 19th century (Hotchkiss Atlas, 1885). Newport 
was a sizeable community in the 19th century with a population of 102 people 
in 1882 (Peyton, p. 269). The Hotchkiss Atlas shows a large group of houses 
here along with two saw mills, one grist mill, two churches, and a number of 
small shops. A small black community with its own church and schoolhouse is 
shown north of the village. | 

Newport has not been substantially changed in the 20th century besides 


the destruction of many of its houses and smaller shops. Most of the 
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surviving buildings are wooden structures which date to the late 19th century. 
Several retain the two-room, rectangular cabin form commonly found throughout 
Augusta County, suggesting that this was a community of people with modest or 
moderate means. Both of the churches are gone, and the village remains a 


small community off the main travel arteries in the county.

4. Arbor Hill (Greenville 7.5) 


Arbor Hill was, according to Peyton, "a pretty little hamlet, six miles 
south of Staunton, on the Middlebrook Road" (Peyton, p. 267). The Hotchkiss 


Atlas shows a small cluster of commercial buildings here in 1884--a shop, a 





store, a grist mill, a grange hall, and a post office--but few houses along 
the intersection of routes 252 and 695. Most of these commercial buildings 


are gone, but several dwellings survive in this small community.

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5. McKinley (Augusta Springs 7.5) 


McKinley was one of a string of small settlements located along route 
602 west of the old Middlebrook Turnpike in the foothills of Little North 
Mountain. The Hotchkiss Atlas does not show a post office here in 1884, 
but it does indicate that the community had two churches, a school, and 
several shops forming a small, clustered village at the intersection of 
routes 682 and 602. Later, at the turn of the century, McKinley boasted 
two stores and a post office. Although only a small number of houses remain 
today from the pre-Civil War period, the community retains a number of 
houses from the late 19th century, and all the grounds are extremely well 
kept and preserved.

6. Summerdean (Augusta Springs 7.5) 


Summerdean, like McKinley, was one of several small settlements in the 
foothills of Little North Mountain along route 602 in the southwestern por- 
tion of the county. The Hotchkiss Atlas shows two mills and a sizeable 
cluster of houses along route 602. Summierdean also contains one of the oldest 
brick stores in the county. The area around Summerdean and Middlebrook was 
quite prosperous agriculturally in the 19th century, creating a number of 
fine houses from that period. Brick masonry construction continued to be 
quite prosperous in this stretch of Back Creek as is evidenced in the string 
of brick I-houses, the brick store, and a brick church. Today, the community 
is quite far removed from the main stream of traffic, and many of the houses 


in the immediate vicinity have been torn down.

The village of Steele's Tavern, called Midway on the 1884 Hotchkiss Atlas, 


is located midway between Staunton and Lexington and was known during its 


early years as a stage coach stop on the Valley Turnpike. 


In the 1880s, this 


was a sizeable community of 76 inhabitants with a church, two stores, smithy, 
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resident physician, anal. plough factory, and toll house in addition to a 
large grouping of houses along route 11 (Peyton, p. 269). The Norfolk and 
Western railroad, running east of Steele's Tavern, contributed to irs grow- 

ing prosperity at the end of the 19th century. However, the town eventually 
lost some of its business to the neighboring towns of Raphine and Spottswood, 
located to the west along the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. The town retains 
much of its 19th-century character with a string of log houses along the hill 
on the east side of route 11. Many of the commercial buildings date to the 
late 19th century and early 20th century. Since the construction of the inter- 
state, the traffic has moved to the west, further removing business from this

10. Spottswood (Vesuvius 7.5) 


Spottswood is one of several railroad towns that developed along the 
Bale ior und Ohio Railroad in the late 19th century. Most of the present 
buildings were constructed at the end of the 19th century or the early 20th 
century. At this time, Spottswood had become a prosperous village as evi- 
denced through its fine, bungalow-style schoolhouse. Spottswood retains 
much of this 20th-century character today, although, like Steele's Tavern, 
1t has lost much of its business and traffic to the interstate located east 


of the village.

Lofton was a small community that developed along the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad in the mountain area southwest of Greenville. The railroad station 
served the iron and chalk mines that were quite prosperous at the turn of the 
20th century in this area. Most of the houses in this area date to the 20th ` 
century, perhaps due to the impermanence of the houses shown on the 1884 
Hotchkiss Map. Since the mines have closed, the area has become quite de- 


pressed, and many of the houses are in poor condition.

12. Wilda (Stuarts Draft 7.5) 


Wilda is another of the small settlements that developed along the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad in the mountain regions of southeastern Augusta 
County. This particular community is located along route 652 northeast of 
Greenville. The Hotchkiss Atlas does not show this to be either a railroad 
stop or a post office in 1884, but the extant turn-of-the-century combined 
store and dwelling reveal that this evolved as a commercial area in the early 


20th century.

13. Avis (Stuarts Draft 7.5) 


Avis was one of a string of small communities that developed along the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad in the mountain areas in the southeastern portion 
of Augusta County between Greenville and Stuarts Draft. In 1884 this is shown 
as a post office on the Hotchkiss Atlas and boasted a wagon factory and water 
tank. A small black community was located further south of Avis, probably 
serving the needs of the railroad. Today most of the buildings are gone, and 


there is little evidence of its 19th-century settlement.

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PASTURES DISTRICT 


Pastures District is currently the largest district in Augusta County 
in terms of its square mileage, including several mountains on the western 
edge of Augusta County in its boundaries. The district now includes part 
of Beverly Manor District (the former northwest section in 1885) since the 


outlining of the present district boundaries. 


1. Churchville (Churchville 7.5) 


Churchville, in the valley of Jennings Branch, is one of the largest 
‘towns in the Pastures District. Located along Jennings Branch and Whiskey 
Creek, Churchville sits seven miles west of Staunton at the intersection of 
route 250, heading into West Virginia, and route 42, leading to Goshen. 
Historical accounts indicate that this was one of the earliest towns to be 
settled in Augusta County, assuming the "character of a village about 1830 
and in 1847 attained the rating necessary for a post office," according to 
an 1889 history by Bishop Glossbrenner (Churchville History, p. 1). 
Glossbrenner states that the village received its present name because two 
churches were built here at an early date, although in its early days it was 
also called Jennings Branch after the river which flows through the town. 
The village had a sizeable German population, as suggested by the Lutheran 
and Reformed Churches with very creative gravestones. Christian Bear, an 
immigrant into the community from Rockingham County in 1803, began a fine 
business of cabinetmaking and joinery that has been continued by the family 
until the present day. The Bears' decorative and unusual carving and designs 
characterize much of the earliest building in this community. 

By the late 19th century, Peyton described the town as an "enterprising 
and prosperous village" with a population of 254, containing "three stores, 
four churches, a fine graded school, two resident physicians, an organ 
manufactory, smithy and a large flouring mill" (Peyton, p. 267). To that 
Glossbrenner added four years later a second large school building, with 
one now used for the grades and one for the high school, "a bank, a town 
hall, a fourth store, post office, drugstore, meat shop, blacksmith shop, 
lunch room, barber shop, planing mill and a funeral home." In addition to 
the four churches, he included a "small meetinghouse occupied by the colored 
people." The population by that date was counted as 300 (Churchville History, 
p. 1). The Hotchkiss Atlas includes a plan of the town with further

elaboration on the types of buildings, showing, for example, that Bear's 
planing mill also served as a carding mill and suggesting the presence of 
two grist mills (Hotchkiss). 

The village has grown considerably in the early 20th century as well, 
most notably in the spread of houses further east of the older village of 
Churchville, still along route 250.  Nineteenth-century buildings remain 
throughout much of the oldest section, although some of the more historically 
noteworthy buildings, such as Loch Willow Academy, are now gone. However, 
much work remains from the Bear family, dating from the early 19th century 
through to the 20th century, illustrating their awareness of popular styles 
compared to other local craftsmen. This fine group of buildings by the Bear 
family deserves further recognition through a thematic nomination to the 
National Register. Other notable buildings in Churchville include the many 
fine church buildings and the bank. Churchville continues to be one of the 
largest towns in Augusta County, being one of only two to merit a shopping 


center as well as a variety of other business establishments.

2. Craigsville (Craigsville 7.5) 


Craigsville, the second largest village in the Pastures District, is 
located twenty-two miles from Staunton on route 42 through Buffalo Gap, 
between the Little North Mountain and the Big North Mountain. Craigsville 
sits along Grassy Run near Little Calf Pasture River and is also served by 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. According to Catlett's study, Craigsville 
had been a stage stop and relay station before the Civil War. The tavern 
had been located on the east edge of the town and the stables of the Trotter 
Stage Line just across the road, near a bold spring (Catlett, pp. 25-26). 
Located along the old Harrisonburg-Warm Springs turnpike, this town un- 
doubtedly received much traffic during these years. In addition, Craigsville 
was the nearest town to the Estaline Furnace, an iron ore furnace in nearby 
Estaline Valley. The Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad came through Craigsville 
around 1850-55 and created a larger market for the "vast amount of timber in 
that region" (Catlett, pp. 25-26). 

In the 1870s, again according to Catlett, foreign capital "came in and 


opened a marble quarry about a half mile from Craigsville," 


and a small com- 
munity called Marbledale developed around the quarry. A second quarry later 
opened on Black Oak Hill above the C & O Railroad, but Catlett states that 
these quarries were abandoned a few years later (Catlett, pp. 25-26). The 
Hotchkiss Atlas shows the quarries and a small village and post office in 
1884. In 1882, Peyton noted that it contained "117 souls, 2 stores, and a 
smithy" (p. 267). 

At the turn of the century, Craigsville again began to flourish. 
Catlett states that in 1899, the old Marbledale property was purchased by a 
northern company to operate as the Virginia Portland Cement Company. The 
company built a cement plant and an industrial town called Fordwick. At 
the time of his study in 1929, Catlett observed that Fordwick and Craigsville 
"practically join and the people live and act as though there were only one 
town." The plant was quite prosperous throughout the first half of the 20th 
century, creating a flourishing town here. In 1929, it produced 3500 barrels 


of cement per day, and the shale and limestone quarries employed about 500 
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men. By this time, the property had been purchased by the Lehigh Portland 
Cement Company. In addition to this industry, the Craigsville Quarry at 
Black Oak Hill on the western edge of town was opened in 1909. Catlett 
observed that it opened as a fluxing quarry, "but when furnaces started to 
use crushed rock, a crushing plant was installed. This is one of the few 
quarries in the country where the stone is mined underground by tunnels and 
rooms" (Catlett, pp. 25-27). 

In 1929, Stillwater Mills moved to Virginia from Rhode Island, locating 
one of its plants in Craigsville. Catlett observed in 1929 that 1500 lived 
in Craigsville and the adjoining territory and that the village contained 
"12 stores, 2 well-equipped garages, a drug store, five churches, a splendid 
brick high school building, and several fraternal orders" (Catlett, pp. 25-27). 

Since the Fordwick plant closed in 1968, the town has remained finan- 
cially depressed with many of its residents commuting long distances to 
other towns for work. The town is still quite large and is composed of many 
late 19th and a larger group of 20th-century buildings. Craigsville still 
has a large number of commercial buildings and enterprises, although many 
have closed since the plant closed. In addition, a sizeable black community 
whose members once worked at the plant also remains. Much of the architec- 


ture in the town is sadly deteriorating. ¢

3. Estaline Valley (Craigsville 739) | 


The Estaline Valley is a small valley east of Craigsville. Located 
along the Little Calf Pasture River, this became a good site for iron ore, 
and the Estaline Furnace opened here around 1840. 

The development of this valley parallels that in other small narrow 


valleys further west. The earliest settlers settled directly along the river, 
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creating large farms. However, in the late 19th century, a number of families 
settled up in the mountains, building smaller log houses, and these families 
gradually spread down closer to the valley floor. Two of these families in 
Estaline Valley, the Campbells and the Sprouses, came from the Blue Ridge 
Mountains and brought housing forms common in that area. Only a few pre- 
Civil War buildings survive in this valley. The later builidngs which have 
been surveyed display the typical housing forms from the mid 19th century 
through the 20th century in the mountainous regions in western Augusta 
County. Particularly noteworthy are the late but well-constructed Campbell 
log houses. 


A Virginia State Prison is currently under construction in the valley.

4. Augusta Springs (Augusta Springs 7.5) 


Augusta Springs is another of the small villages along the Harrisonburg- 
Warm Springs Turnpike (route 42) through Buffalo Gap in western Augusta 
County. Situated between the Little and the Big North Mountains, this is 
located on the Little Calf Pasture River in a narrow valley. In 1884, 
according to the Hotchkiss Map, this small community was called Pond Gap 
and contained a number of houses, the Kunkle tannery, a post office, a 
number of Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad buildings, and medicinal springs. 
The railroad came through in the early 1850s, providing good transportation 
for the tannery which operated in the town for many years. According to 
Catlett, "great quantities of lumber extracts and wooden products have been 
produced" (pp. 22-23). 

The town continued to prosper into the 20th century with 120 inhabitants, 


100 dwellings, 3 churches, 3 stores, a school, and a post office in 1929. 
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Catlett attributed its prosperity partly to the good transportation provided 
along the old turnpike and the railroad, as well as the fertile lands of the 
surrounding valley. In addition to the tannery, this area was known for its 
"medicinal waters and pure air, and many people, some from far distant places, 
have enjoyed the health-giving properties of the place." Most of the old 
spring buildings are gone. In addition, Catlett noted the deposits of ore, 
limestone, marble, sandstone, and shale in the surrounding mountains, but 
these resources had not yet been tapped (Catlett, pp. 22-23). The tannery 
burned in the early 20th century, leaving many Sse unemployed, but by 1929, 
Stillwater Worsted Mills from Rhode Island had moved south, building three 
plants along route 42. The yarn plant, now used for weaving, was built in 
Augusta Springs along with a large number of company houses. This mill is 
still in operation. 

Augusta Springs still displays clear evidence of its origins as a company 
town. A variety of types of company houses for the tannery remain along 
route 811 near the old tannery site, and the textile company housing 1s 


located along route 42.

4. Buffalo Gap (Churchville 7.5) 


Buffalo Gap is a small community in the foothills of Little North 
Mountain where the Harrisonburg-Warm Springs Turnpike leads through the Gap 
into the valley created by the Little Calf Pasture River. The community de- 
veloped in the mid 19th century when the Buffalo Gap Furnace Company created 
a boom by placing an iron furnace there. According to the History of the 
Loch Willow Church, (pp. 10-11), "a town of some seventy houses sprang up 
quickly and the company erected a small building for a community church. 

The furnace company failed after a few years and the people moved away, 
leaving a ghost town which was taken over by the Buffalo Gap Developing 


Company." 
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The Hotchkiss Atlas of 1885 shows this as a sizeable community at this 
time, with operations by the Virginia Iron and Steel Company and the Buffalo 
Gap Furnace Company. A railroad station for the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 
served the community which also boasted a saw mill and the "Springs Hotel," 
both now gone. A large black community is shown on the west side of the 
mountain through the Gap, but mainly small, 20th-century frame houses 
remain. Additional black settlements were located further south along 
route 42 and east of the mountain at Jonesboro, but many of these houses 
are also now gone. | 

The present village itself is now located along route 254 east of the 
Gap, whereas the earlier. settlement was west of the Gap. Mainly 20th- 
century buildings rémain, including several log houses moved and reconstructed 


here during the past several decades.

6. Jonesboro and Christian (Churchville 7.5) 


Located along route 860 between Swoope and Buffalo Gap, Jonesboro was one 
of several small black settlements along the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad west 
of Staunton. This string of houses was once located along route 705 in the 
foothills of Little North Mountain as shown in the 1884 Hotchkiss maps. The 
community now labeled Christian on the USGS map was known as Hillsboro in 
1885 and continued this black settlement almost to the mouth of Buffalo Gap. 
Several of the residents of these two communities may have been involved with 
the furnace and ironworks as well as the railroad. 

A number of small, 20th-century frame houses remain in this considerably 
shrunken black settlement near the Mt. Zion Church, but few 19th-century 
buildings survive.

Swoope is another railroad community along the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad west of Staunton. Like other railroad stops, Swoope assumed its 
name from the local landowner at the time, Jacob Swoope, who resided at 
nearby Wheatlands. The 1885 Hotchkiss Atlas shows a blacksmith shop and 
store amid the cluster of buildings along the railroad tracks, but many of. 
these are now gone. The only evidence of a commercial enterprise currently 
remaining is a dilapidated frame building reportedly used as a cannery in the 


20th century.

8. Hebron (Churchville 7.5) 


Hebron is another of the communities that developed along the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad west of Staunton. It received its name from Hebron Church, 
one of the oldest Presbyterian churches in the county. By 1885, according 
to the Hotchkiss Atlas, this community contained a variety of dwellings and 
a church, and later, in the early 20th century, a large consolidated school- 
house. Although no black families are shown here on the 1884 map, a black 
community developed west of Hebron Church at the turn of the century around 
a black church. 

However, Hebron is also known as the location of some of the earliest 
houses in this area west of Staunton along route 703. Two of the ca 1790- 


1800 stone houses remain along Eidson Creek.

Smoky Row is located along Eidson Creek south of Hebron and is one of 
several small black communities in this area. The settlement is not shown’ 
on the Hotchkiss Atlas except for a few scattered houses, suggesting a post- 


1884 date. The community is focused around Smoky Row Church.

10. West View (Churchville 7.5) 


West View is a small community located seven miles west of Staunton on 
route 254, the old Parkersburg turnpike. According to Peyton, the village 
had à population of about 60 in 1882, with a "church, store, post-office, 
blacksmith's shop, flouring-mill, and foundry and machine shop--formerly the 
property of Philip O. Polmer, dec'd" (p. 271). Valley Mill, a large grist- 
mill with shops, was located west of the village along Middle River, but 
the mill has since been torn down. 

The village still contains a string of mid to late 19th-century houses 
on each side of the main road. While most are of frame construction, one 


brick and one log house survive.

Frank's Mill, called Schutterle's Mill in 1885, is a small mill community 
located along Middle River north of Staunton along route 732. The gristmill, 
with much of its original machinery, provides the focus for this little- 
altered 19th-century community. The early 19th-century brick houses which 
remain illustrate the types of substantial residences being built in this 


area during these years. Recent 20th-century development includes the Luck 
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Limestone Quarry, which has moved and expanded its operation from a location 


west of the village to the east.

12. Lone Fountain (Churchville 7.5) 

Lone Fountain is one of several communities along route 250 west of 
Churchville in the valley of Jennings Branch. Most of the dwellings currently 
standing in this area date to the late 19th or 20th centuries, as does the m 
large, abandoned two-story store. The 1884 Hotchkiss Map shows this as the 


location of the Dunlap Schoolhouse, but the name Lone Fountain is not shown.

13. Jennings Gap (Stokesville 7.5) 


Jennings Gap is located in the Jennings Branch Valley on 250 west of 
Staunton. According to research by Katherine Bushmann (Augusta Historical 
Bulletin, 18:1, Spring 1982), this community was laid off as a town of 56 
lots in 1806 by Robert McDowell and given the name Mercersville. James 
Frazier was one of the more prominent members of this community, coming from 
Ireland to this village as a "store boy" in McDowell's business here. His 
family soon acquired many of the lots in the town. The community became a 
post office in 1825 and continued as such throughout the 19th century. By 
the 1880s, the name had changed from Mercersville to Jennings Gap, as the 
1885 Hotchkiss Atlas shows the post office with this new name.  Bushman dis- 
covered that by 1884 only 14 lots were listed in the land books as being in 
the village of Mercersville, and by 1891, there was no longer a separate 
listing for the village. 

Most of the present houses date from the late 19th century to the 20th 
century, although a few earlier houses remain. These are generally wooden 
houses of either frame construction or log covered with weatherboards, with 


either an I-house or two-room, rectangular plan.

15. Deerfield (Deerfield 7.5) 





Deerfield is located in the Big Calf Pasture River Valley west of Big 
North Mountain on the old Warm Springs Turnpike 25 miles from Staunton. In 
1882, Deerfield had a population of sixty souls, according to Peyton, and 
contained "one church, a smithy, store-house, and a resident physician" 

(p. 267). While several early to mid 19th-century houses and buildings 
suggest the agricultural prosperity of the more wealthy farmers in the region, 
many log houses are found as well in the valley as well as in the mountains. 
These log houses display a variety of forms, the most popular being the two- 


room, rectangular log house of either one-story, one and a half, or two-story 


elevation. Log construction proved to be quite popular in this area into the 
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20th century. Many of these log houses have been converted into camps, as 
this is a popular vacation and hunting area. 

The community remained primarily an agricultural settlement until 
World War I, when Sun Oil Co. created the Augusta Wood Company to manufacture 
barrel staves. The company set up a sawmill, brought in a spur line from 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, and purchased a number of bungalows from 
Sears and Rosebuck to create a small company town. The thirty bungalows 
housed the large influx of Italian workers into the valley. Other buildings 
included a hotel, commisary, hospital, theatre, library, bowling alley, and 
pool room. Elmer Hoy built a larger store to accommodate the expanded trade 
and added a ladies' read-to-wear section on the second floor. The store is- 
all that remains of the commercial buildings, but a number of bungalows--for 
both workers and employers--remain. The prosperity of the community is also 
indicated by the elaborate two-story porticos added to several of these 


houses during the early 20th century.

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BEVERLY MANOR DISTRICT 


Beverly Manor District has experienced more change in its size and 
composition than any of the other districts in the county due to its lo- 
cation around the city of Staunton. The present district boundaries now 
include a much smaller area than that shown on the Hotchkiss 1885 Atlas of 
Augusta County, and much of the former district of 1885 is now included in 
the surrounding districts, eg. Riverheads District, Wayne District, and 
North River District. In addition, portions of the county have been an- 
nexed into the city, such as the community of Plunkettville. Consequently, 


few villages remain in the present Beverly Manor District. 


1. Cedar Green/La Grange (Staunton/Churchville 7.5) 


These two communities, shown on the USGS map, are both located west of 
Staunton between routes 254 and 703. North of the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road tracks, these villages are examples of the small communities that de- 
veloped along the railroads in the county in the mid to late 19th century. 
This area was quite populated according to the Hotchkiss 1884 Map, mainly 
with blacks who apparently worked in association with the railroad or in 
Staunton. Several similar but smaller black communities developed further 
west along the C & O Railroad between Staunton and Buffalo Gap. 

Cedar Green remains a large black community just outside the city 
limits. While many of the houses, like the Taylor-Brown House, date to the 
late 19th century and turn of the century, the community grew throughout the 
20th century. Most of the pre-WWI houses are one or one-and-a-half story 


frame houses, ranging from good to poor condition.

2. Brand (Stuarts Draft 7.5) 


Brand, often called Brand Flats or Brand Station, was another railroad 


station for the Chésapeake and Ohio Railroad, this time on the east side of 
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Staunton. The Community is located where Christians Creek crosses route 250 
between Waynesboro and Staunton and the railroad tracks. | 

The Jacob Peck Housé is the oldest building in this community. Later 
a grist mill was constructed nearby along the creek. There were only a 
few other buildings besides these shown in Hotchkiss' 1884 map of the county. 
At the turn of the 20th century and continuing well into the 20th century, 
many frame houses were built here, both along route 250 and further south 
along the railroad tracks. This soon became known as a black community and 
remains so to a certain extent to this day. 

This is one of the more threatened areas along route 250. Many of the 
houses directly along the road are vacant and dilapidated, and the area 
could well be developed since this has become an unpopular location in 
which to live. |

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WAYNE DISTRICT 


Wayne District was created out of the northern section of South River 
District in March of 1969 and encompasses the area around the city of 
Waynesboro. Waynesboro and the eastern portion of Augusta County have grown 
tremendously in the 20th century with the DuPont and General Electric plants 
leading to much development throughout this new district. Unfortunately, in 
certain areas, this development has meant the destruction of many of the older 


houses and farms. 


1. Waynesboro (Waynesboro East and Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Although one of the oldest towns in Augusta County, it was not until the 
20th century that Waynesboro blossomed into a large industrial city, compared 
to Staunton, which was larger in the 19th century. According to Peyton's 
history, the town was named after General Anthony Wayne and was located on 
land belonging to James Flack. Samuel and J. Estil added 21 acres to the | 
town in 1798 and laid off streets and alleys. As early as 1802, a "valuable'' 
flouring mill was erected in Waynesboro, and the town continued to prosper. 
By 1834 the town was officially incorporated, and it continued to grow through- 
out the 29th century (Peyton, p. 270). 

At the time of Peyton's history, 1882, Waynesboro included a population 
of 484. Peyton noted that much of its "increase in business prosperity" had 
come from the construction of the Shenandoah Valley Railroad, and he prophe- 
sied that it seemed "destined to become a commercial and manufacturing centre 
of importance" (pp. 270-271). The Hotchkiss Atlas shows a map of the town in 
1885 with an area called North Waynesboro, then a black community, north of 
the present city. There was little development east bs South River at that 
time. 

Basic. City developed east of Waynesboro along the railroad tracks in 
the early 1890s. Developing at the crossing of the Chesapeake and Ohio and 
the Norfolk and Western railroads, this community boomed in the 1890s with 
factories, hotels, banks, stores, and a variety of other enterprises. A 
nationwide recession in the early 20th century slowed the rapid development 
of this boom town, and in 1923 Basic City and Waynesboro were consolidated. 
Much evidence of Basic's former prosperity is still visible, and the community 
has been determined eligible to be a historic district. The area is rapidly 


deteriorating, however, and without more interest in its preservation, many 
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of the older buildings and another chapter in Waynesboro's past will soon 
be gone. | 

Waynesboro's development in the 20th century has been the result of the 
location of a General Electric plant and a DuPont plant here. Unfortunately, 
much of the older fabric of the town has been lost in its present prosperity. 
The city of Waynesboro was not systematically surveyed during this survey of 
Augusta County, since Waynesboro is an incorporated city and the survey 
focused on the county. More survey work needs to be done in the city before 


any more of the buildings are removed.

2. Fishersville (Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Fishersville is located seven miles east of Staunton, mid-way between 
Staunton and Waynesboro on route 250. Catlett noted that because this road 
extended to Richmond in the early 19th century, Fishersville had a large 
"tavern and stopping place for travelers. After the canal from Richmond to 
‘Scottsville was completed," he noted, "commerce from the West was carried in 
wagons to Scottsville" (Catlett, p. 20). This was still a large community 
in the late 19th century, boasting a population of 175 in 1882. Peyton ob- 


served in 1882 that the village contained a Methodist church, two stores, a

wagon-maker's shop, smithy, and a resident physician. Its prosperity was 
due to several economic factors--the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad which had 
a station here, the "valuable iron mine" and lime kiln nearby, and its loca- 
tion at the headwaters of the Long Meadows, one of the richest and finest 
sections of the county" (Peyton, p. 267). The Hotchkiss Atlas includes a 
Map of Fishersville, showing the black community that had developed to the 
south of the town. | 

In 1929, Catlett observed that Fishersville had a population of 120 
people. He noted that its key location as a commercial community was due 
to its presence along route 250, the Jefferson Highway, as well as along the 
"macadam road" from Stuarts Draft to New Hope. At that time, Catlett stated, 
Fishersville was a large shipping station on the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road, being in the "center of one of the largest fruit belts in the Valley 
of Virginia, and . . . in a fine farming, dairying, and grazing section." 
At this time, the town contained three general stores, a post office, a 
garage, blacksmith shop, barrel factory, apple-packing plant, a hatchery 
with a capacity of 10,000 chickens a week, and a high school with fifteen 
rooms (Catlett, p. 20). 

Recently, a new bypass of route 250 was created on the southern edge of 
town, retaining a more undisturbed old road with a string of 19th-century 
houses. The development along the present route 250 dates largely to the 


20th century. Many housing developments were built here in the mid 20th

3. Hermitage (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


Hermitage is a very small community located north of Waynesboro and 
Fishersville on route 254. The Hotchkiss Atlas shows this as a small cluster 
of houses, but there apparently was no post office here in 1885. Several

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stores were located here in the late 19th and early 20th century as well as 

a church and some shops. The elaborate Queen Anne houses in this community, 
the majority constructed by the Eutsler Brothers of Grottoes, reveal the 
prosperity of this village at the turn of the century. Today this is a quiet 


community, retaining much of this ca 1900 flavor.

4. Dooms (Waynesboro East 7.5) 

Dooms was one of several railroad communities along the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad north of Waynesboro along South River. The Hotchkiss Atlas 
shows that this was known as Doom's Crossing after John Dooms, who owned the 
land where the railroad crossed the road. There was apparently no railroad 
station here in 1884; Coiner's Mill was the only enterprise here at that time. 
In the early 20th century, with the construction of route 340 on the east side 
of the railroad, Dooms experienced considerable development along the new road, 
including much housing and several stores. The oldest buildings in this area 


remain along the river.

5. Oak Grove (Fort Defiance 7.5) 


Oak Grove is a black community located east of Hermitage between routes 
619 and 796. The community developed in the late 19th century, but it is 
not clearly shown on the Hotchkiss Atlas. Most of the present dwellings date 
to the late 19th or more often to the early 20th century, and it remains a 
black community today. At one time a road ran between the two ca 1900.frame 
churches on these two roads. A 20th-century school, now abandoned, probably 
provided a consolidated school arrangement before school integration in the 


| county.

6. Kiddsville (Waynesboro West 7.5) 


Kiddsville, located north of Fishersville along Barren Ridge, is one of 
several black communities in the Wayne District. The Hotchkiss Atlas shows 
a cluster of several houses around a schoolhouse and church in 1884. This 
clustered arrangement remains, although some of the standing houses date to 
the 20th century. Kiddsville is typical of rural black settlements in the 


late 19th or early 20th centuries with its smaller frame houses.

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WORKS PROGRESS ADMINISTRATION INVENTORY OF AUGUSTA COUNTY HOUSES 


One of the goals of the 1978-82 survey was to correlate the previous 
survey material on Augusta County, including the Works Progress Administra- 
tion inventory, with the present survey inventory. Directions to the Works 
Progress Administration-recorded houses were used in conjunction with the 
Virginia Historic Landmarks Commission quad maps to determine the location 
of these resources. Since the Works Progress Administration recorded the 
more substantial buildings, many of these were still extant at the time of 
the most recent survey. 

In some cases, a building had been destroyed, but the location could 
be determined using the Works Progress Administration directions, oral his- 
tory, and the USGS quad maps. Some of the buildings recorded in the Works 
Progress Administration inventory dated to the post-Civil War period and 
hence were not resurveyed. Fortunately, unsurveyed buildings had been coded 
on the field map according to house type and material. Since these coded 
buildings dated to the post-Civil War period, the codes could be compared ` 
with the Works Progress Administration description to locate buildings which 
had not been surveyed. In the examples of destroyed or unsurveyed buildings, 
the Hotchkiss Atlas also proved helpful, since the maps showed the 1885 
owner or resident of a property. The Works Progress Administration records 
contained a title search so that the 1885 owner could be determined and 
located on the Hotchkiss maps.: Survey numbers were given to these destroyed 
or post-Civil War buildings, even though no further updating of the survey 
was done at this time. 

Because survey was not conducted in the North River District at this 
time, many of these Works Progress Administration resources could not be 
correlated with the earlier Virginia Historic Landmarks Commission inventory. 
However, a "P" to the right of the quad location indicates that the Works 


Progress Administration directions suggest a location in the Parnassus quad.
